to have done everything that good 
taste should have prom pted him not 
to do. 


Disraeli was so 
far 
nettled 
by 
some of this gossip m any years aft­ 
erw ard that he wrote to the editor 
of an evening paper to declare that 
he never possessed a pair of green 
trousers in his life. 
He is described by his biograph- 
r at this period as “a thin, pale, 
dark-com plexioned young man, with 
long black rin g le ts -and the w earer 
of d anni tied costum es.” 
Disraeli was born iii 1804, and he 
was only 22 years of age, when his 
famous book of ‘‘Vivian G ray” made 
its appearance.
